Can the U.S.A. Be Depended 

Upon? 

We may criticize Scandinavian 
countries for seeming to lack the 
courage to join some sort of mili- 
tary alliance with us. But we 
seem to indicate the same lack 
when we refuse to guarantee in- 
stantaneous support to any nation 
which may be attacked. Or per- 
haps we are assuming that aggres- 
sion against a small and distant 
nation is not really our concern, 
that we can remain out of trouble 
if we don’t commit ourselves.

B. P. W. EMPLOYEES 
ASK $5 INCREASE 


Also Include Request That Annual 
Sick Leave Be Made Accumulative 


Employees of the board of pub- 
lic works have made a request that 
they be granted an increase of $5 
a week and that the sick leave 
granted them each year be placed 
upon an accumulative basis. 

All employees are now entitled 
to 10 days sick leave in each calen- 
dar year but that which is. not 
taken is lost at the beginning of 
a new year. Accumulated sick 
leave would allow that not taken 
in one year to accumulate over a 
period of years, a system used in 
various federal and state depart- 
ments. 

In their request the employees 
also asked that last year’s $4 
bonus be established as included 
in the basic pay. It is understood 
that. all town departments this 
year have arranged their budgets 
to include this sum in the basic 
pay. 

The board of public works has 
deferred action on the petition 
pending an inquiry by Chairman 
Sidney P. White into the practice 
common in other town depart- 
ments and in some outside agen- 
cies. : 


The board of public works at 
present has 38 employees in all 
of the divisions under its super- 
vision. Granting the request would 
mean an increase of about $200 
weekly or nearly $10,000 a year.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
WHAT HELPS ONE HELPS ALL 


In next week’s Townsman, under the 50 Years ago 
column, you will find this item: “Anything that benefits one 
section of a town is bound, indirectly, to benefit the whole 
town. Don't let anyone of our voters forget this at the coming 


‘Town Meeting.” 


That was what the Townsman editor wrote half a century 
ago, and it is just as true today as it was then. 

Everyone who lives in Andover is a resident of the town, 
and, naturally, people are most interested in projects in their 
own sections — things that will benefit them primarily. People 
living at some distance are not so apt to see eye to eye with 
people who want certain things done — things that are, in 
their eyes, very important.

READ THE HEADLINES 


Is fire prevention worth the effort? Don’t answer that 
question off-hand — give it some thought first. 

Here, to aid your thinking, are a few headlines, taken 
verbatim from papers in various parts of the country. ‘Three 
Children Killed in Brooklyn Fire; Found Clasped in One An- 
other’s Arms.” ‘Family of Seven Dies in Burning Home.” ‘Fire 


~ Kills Farm Mother and Six of 10 Children.” ‘Fire Kills Two 


Babies as Stove Overturns.’’ ‘‘Woman Revives, Finds Four in 
Family Suffocated.”’ 

A list of such gruesome headlines could be extended in- 
definitely. In the course of an average year, fire kills over 
10,000 people in this country. It permanently disfigures many 
more. It maims others for life. And its toll is especially great 
among young children, who don’t know. what to do when fire 
strikes and there’s no one about to help them. 

When it comes to economic waste, fire makes appalling 
records. Direct money loss runs to $700,000,000 a’ year and 
more. And the indirect waste, which cannot be exactly figured, 
is estimated at two to three times that sum. And no one can 
measure the human problems which arise when fire costs a 
man his home or his job. ; 

Where will the next headline telling of death and de- 
struction by fire originate? It may be a thousand miles away— 
it may be in the next town — it may be in your home. Now 
decide whether fire prevention is worth the effort.

Last week we covered in general 
the issuing of number plates and 
certificates by the registry of 
motor vehicles. This week we will 
take up the question of enforce- 
ment of the laws and rules of the 
toad which play a very important 
part in the duties of the registry. 

Readers of this column are fa- 
miliar, or at least they should be, 
with the rules and ‘regulations re- 
garding the operation of motor 
vehicles and therefore it seems 
unnecessary to go into the details 
of these rules. It should be pointed 
out, however, even though this is 
common knowledge, that igno- 


rance of the law does not ‘consti- 


tute an excuse for a violation. It 
behooves every one who drives to 
make themselves thoroughly fa- 
miliar with these rules. 


There are many enforcement 
agencies set up within the Com- 
monwealth to control motor vehi- 
cles on the highway: Local police, 
state police, and the enforcement 
section of the Registry of motor 
vehicles, all work together to as- 
sure a maximum amount of pro- 
tection for the people of the Com- 
monwealth, drivers, passengers, 
and pedestrians. 


As pointed out last week, the en- 
forcement section of the registry 
is divided into 20 districts, each 
containing a vehicle hearings of- 
ficer, motor vehicle investigators, 
receiving tellers, and stenogra- 
phers. These district officers are 
located in Worcester, Springfield, 
Lynn, Quincy, Brockton, Malden, 
Waltham, New Bedford, Fall 
River, Framingham, Lawrence, 
Pittsfield, Fitchburg, Lowell, Hav- 
erhill, Holyoke, Greenfield, North- 
hampton, Hyannis, and Oak Bluffs. 

These district offices are under 
the direct supervision of a chief 
inspector and most of these of- 
fices have direct communication 
with the Boston office by teletype. 
In addition to enforcement duties, 
thesq district offices, of course 
issue licenses and certificates. 


One of the most active sections 
of the central registry is that of 
the so-called selective enforce- 
ment. This particular branch was 
established in September 1947 and 
is charged with the investigation 
of locations which have a high ac- 
cident frequency. This division, at 
the request of individual citizens, 
town officials, or state officials will 
send investigators out to examine, 
for example, dangerous intersec- 
tions where accident or near-acci- 
dents have occured. Charged with 
taking preventive measures, these 
inspectors make secommendations 
as to signs, road markings, remoy- 
al of obstructions to local authori- 


ties or the department of public 
works. 


When enforcement is needed, in- 
spectors work with local police and 
the local inspectors until the dan- 
ger of that particular spot has 
been cleared. Much good has been 
accomplished by this section. 
Nevertheless every citizen should be 
aware that it exists so that, should 
the occasion arise, he or she could 
ask for an investigation of condi- 
tions to which the local authorities 


or state police have paid no atten-

thought in 1940, but Holland, 
Denmark and Norway found that 
the word neutrality had no magic 
in it. Although they wished to 
remain out of the war, although 
they did nothing to violate their 
neutral status, when Germany de- 
cided to take them they fell. As 
& matter of record, the United 
States had the same delusion, 
even in the fall of 1941 when our 
draft law was renewed by a mere 
majority of one vote. 

Let’s not delude ourselves much 
longer. Are we or are we not 
concerned if Norway should be 
attacked? Are we prepared to 
take instant action if Russia 
moves westwards? Or are we go- 
ing to wait until Europe is lost to 
us? If we do indicate our will- 
ingness to take such a gamble in 
the face of a determined oppo- 
nent, then our turn is most surely 
coming. More certainly than ever, 
we all sink or swim together. 


Can We Depend Upon 
Ourselves? 


For six months now, the Atlan- 
tic Allianceshas been toyed with; 
for much longer we have argued 
about the meaning of “‘assistance’”’ 
to Western Union. Recently we 
have suggested some kind of 
rapprochement with Norway. Yet 
no one knows what we mean by 
“assistance,’’ least of all our- 
selves. Yet without American 
support, these proposed alliances 
are idle dreams. More than that, 
they are an encouragement to 
Russia to press forward in Eu- 
rope. Better say nothing and 
leave Russia guessing, than speak 
up with empty words. And don’t 
let’s put the blame on Scandina- 
via.

THAT SEWER ASSESSMENT 
Editor of The Townsman: 

In the February 10, 1949 issue 
of the Andover Townsman you 
gave front page space to the 
money “sought in special articles 
and department budgets.” In read- 
in the warrant I find that Article 
41, seeking only an expression 
of town opinion, may be lost in 
the shuffle. 

This article calls upon the Town 
of Andover to make a policy deci- 
sion of far reaching effect. More 
money may be spent under this 
one article than all of the rest 
combined. The facts should ‘be 
made available to the public so 
that they will know the full scope 
of the problem. 

It is generally agreed that the 
system now employed in assessing 
sewer rates has too many unequi- 
table results. The problem is con- 
siderable in scope. The board of 
public works has been struggling 
; With it for some time. At present 
abatements are the only relief. 

The history of sewerage in An- 
dover dates back to the original 
taking over of the system by the 
town under state authorization. 
A percentage of that original sys- 
tem was paid for by the town as a 
whole. The system has been ex- 
panded since then in a haphazard 
way. The usual method was to ask 
the town to put in an extension 
here or there as a favor—some 
were assessed. 

The board of public works now 
rules that all abuttors wust pay 
in full for any new sewerage in- 
stallation, The rule has produced 
some strange results. A church 
school will have over $2000 to 
pay for sewerage along the play- 
sround; the B & M railroad will 
have to pay for sewerage along 
the right of way; and a prominent 
real estate company is being as-

land for sewerage. Every corner 
lot is assessed on two sides minus 
75 feet. Some lots have been as- 
sessed for sewerage at both ends. 
There are numerous. other 
examples. 

Other property owners who 
have long since paid for their 
sewerage are not safe under the 
present system. If, because of new 
developments, the main lines in 
the older installations must be 
enlarged to handle the increased 
load they will be assessed the cost. 
The present growth of Andover 
makes this possibility iminent. 

The relief now offered is 
through abatements. This means 
that if the proper authorities ap- 
prove, the cost of the installation 
will have to be paid by the town 
as a whole—whether sewer users 
or. not. 

My purpose in writing this let- 
ter is to bring to the public 
attention a problem which is im- 
portant to every property owner 
in Andover. There are.many pro- 
posed solutions. None as yet have 
proposed more than a partial 
solution, F 

If this letter causes discussion 
it will have served its purpose. 
The people of Andover should in- 
form themselves of the facts be- 
fore taking any action on this 
article in the town warrant.

join Denmark and Norway in a 
three-nation pact by which the 
member nations agree to come at 
once to each other’s support in 
the event of aggression against 
any one. Sweden refuses to join 
such a pact unless the alHance is 
free from ties with any other na- 
tion or alliance. The advance is 
from individual (Swedish) neu- 
trality to collective (Scandina- 
vian) neutrality. Why - does 
Sweden make this stipulation? 
First, these three nations are 
much too near Russia to wish to 
antagonize her by. joining Western 
Union. Is she scared? Yes, and 
with good reason. The chances 
of Western help appear to be 
about as effective as that which 
Norway received between 1940 
and 1945. Second, has anything 
beyond vague ‘assistance’ been 
promised by the United States to 
anyone in Europe in the event of 
war? . 

Is Isolationism Dead? 

Or Disguised? 


The answer to that question 
can be found in the proposed 
terms of the Atlantic Alliance. 
The draft of the pact emphasizes

“military AND other action forth- 
with.” Notice the wording. But 
this went too far for the state de- 


partment. So the wording was 
changed to ‘military OR other 
action.”” A very vital difference. 


What other action? Diplomatic 
notes? Protests? Or, nothing? 
By altering one word the promise 
is made utterly empty. And use- 
less. To put it succinctly, each 
member to the agreement would 
be completely free not only to de- 
termine what action it would take, 
but to decide whether aggression 
had actually occurred. Bluntly, 
each would have promised noth- 
ing, could go its own way. 


To make matters .worse we 
almost scrap the proposal for 
Scandinavian collective security 
by trying to woo Norway to our 
own regional pact. And we 
thereby almost push Norway into 
the Russian camp. By intimating, 
as we did, that we will not’ give 
Norway military assistance unless 
she comes into the Atlantic Alli- 
ance, we immediately make Rus- 
sia suspect our intentions to get 
bases up against the Russian 
border. Naturally enough, Nor- 
way is suspected by Russia, and 
the squeeze play commences. 


What may be yet a greater 
tragedy is that our rather footless 
negotiations over the Atlantic 
Alliance reveal our inherent un- 
willingness to recognize that at- 
tack on any democracy must 
inevitably involve us, sooner or 
later. Does this imply that our 
participation in the United Na- 
tions is half-hearted too? 


We Can't Ignore History 


There is no guarantee of safety 
in the world, for there is no 
means of insuring peace. But it 
should be recognized that the 
Strength to defend ourselves is a 
far greater deterrent to attack 
than is wishful thinking or, a 
mere kindly attitude. And it is 
useless to delude ourselves that 
because we want to be neutral we 
can necessarily remain so. An- 
other nation could still attack us. 
Any nation bound on conquest
